dom lacks the account of a person 
in the full surge of activity who 
suddenly passed away with a heart 
attack. Of course, “ heart attack" 
it used quite indiscriminately now­ 
adays: anyone who passes away 
suddenly has had a “ heart attack.” 
It may not be his heart at ah. But 
the fear remains. 
Anginal Attacks 
This picture so strongly im­ 
planted in the public mind takes 
no account of the thousands of 
men and women who have anginal 
attacks and have had them for 
years and who go about their busi­ 
ness pretty generally enjoying 
themselves, with no fear of any 
impending calamity. 
It all de­ 
pends upon the point of view. 
I know plenty of them who 
should by all the rules have been 
dead long ago. But there they go 
bustling about busily getting 6G" 
when lots of healthier people are 
only getting 4. 


Methods of Treatment 
For the man or woman who has 
just had the first anginal attack 
the outlook looks a good deal black­ 
er than need be. I find in a recent 
treatise that there are 68 methods 
of treatment of angina that have 
been used at a certain American 
hospital and nearly 30 per cent of 
all the patients responded strik­ 
ingly to one or more of these forms 
of treatment. So much so that they 
have been going about their busi­ 
ness for years without any dis­ 
comfort or disability. Nearly 40 
per cent did moderately well, mak­ 
ing seventy per cent of all such 
patients who are living out a pret­ 
ty full schedule of activity and in 
enjoyment of their faculties and 
happiness of life. 
The fellow who after his first at­ 
tack of angina just decides to lie 
down and wait for death is really 
dying 
unnecessarily 
before his 
time. 
It is possible to judge whether 
a patient with angina is respond- 


exercise test. There are several 
types of these. The general prin­ 
ciple is to measure the amount of 
work which will induce an attack 
of angina. The test must be con­ 
ducted under standard conditions. 
For instance, the temperature of 
the room must be the same, and 
the test must be given at least an 
hour after meal time. The exer­ 
cise itself is not strenuous, con­ 
sisting. in most forms, of walking 
up and down a few steps. 
These who show an increase in 
exercise tolerance under treatment 
of IOO per cent or more usually 
have complete or almost complete 
freedom from attacks in daily life. 
An increase of exercise tolerance 
of 30 to 75 per cent is usually asso­ 
ciated with some improvement in 
number and intensity of the at­ 
tacks. 
Angina Cured 
En people do get over angina, 
serious disease though it is. I 
would be the last to say that a 
patient afflicted w ith angina should 
plan a haid and strenuous pro­ 
gram of life. But an attack does 
not mean that he is doomed to a 
sick room for the rest of his days. 
After all, the first doctor who 
ever described angina, William 
He ber den, had as his first patient 
an old man, part of whose cure was 
sawing so much wood a day. That 
is really graduated exercise, and 
ne lived a long time. 


Solving Parent Problems 


Q. When one of my two chil­ 
dren, 3 and 6, receives a gift we 
must match it as soon as possible 
for the other cr.ild.

A. This is a very expensive and 
pernicious practice.
